The  radio  phones  are  currently  located 
at  the  Lovejoy  Parking  Lot  on  South  Campus,  the  Riverside  Parking  Lot  and  at  the  South  wick 
arches  on  North  Campus.

20,000  unknowing  students  in  20 
campuses  to  be  tested  for  AIDS 


(CPS)  —  About  20,000  students 
on  more  than  20  still-unnamed 
campuses  will  be  tested  for  AIDS 
(acquired  immune  deficiency  syn¬ 
drome)  during  the  next  12 
months,  the  Centers  for  Disease 
Control  (CDC)  in  Atlanta  an¬ 
nounced  last  week. 

The  students,  however,  may 
not  even  know  their  blood  has 
been  tested. 

Under  the  plan,  the  campuses 
will  forward  to  the  CDC  the 


1,000-or-so  blood  samples  they 
take  from  students  as  a  matter  of 
course  during  the  school  year. 

The  CDC,  adds  University  of 
Virginia  health  service  Director 
Dr.  Richard  P.  Keeling,  will  then 
test  the  samples  for  the  presence 
of  the  H.I.V.  antibody,  indicating 
whether  the  student  has  the  AIDS 
virus. 

The  virus  systematically 
destroys  victims’  immune 
systems,  rendering  the  victims 


vulnerable  to  infections  and 
Illnesses  that  typically  prove  fatal 
within  2  years  of  diagnosis. 

Students  will  not  be  informed 
of  the  test  results. 

The  results,  Keeling  —  who 
also  heads  the  AIDS  task  force  of 
the  American  College  Health 
Association  —  explained,  would 
produce  “the  first  actual  data 
about  the  frequency  of  H.I.V.  in-

Chinese  students  ordered 
home 

Chinese  students  at  U.S. 
campuses  protested  last  week 
that  they  want  to  keep  going  to 
college  here.

CIA  recruitment  stirs  controversy  at  UTexas 


(CPS)  —  Police  arrested  2 
University  of  Texas  students 
March  23  for  passing  out  anti- 
CIA  flyers  during  a  campus  lec¬ 
ture  by  Arthur  Hulnick,  the  Cen¬ 
tral  Intelligence  Agency’s  chief 
college  recruiter. 

Similar  leaflets  were  handed 
out  2  nights  later,  when  former 
CIA  agent  and  now  CIA  critic 
John  Stockwell  spoke  on  campus, 
but  no  arrests  were  made. 

Andy  Smith  of  the  Texas  Union 
Board,  however,  said  the  people 


Stockwell’ s  speech  “have  been 
informed  they  are  in  violation”  of 
the  school  prohibitions  against 
such  handouts  inside  the  lecture 
hall. 

“Our  (recruiting)  visits  have 
stirred  protests  among  students 
that  are  opposed  to  the  policies  of 
the  administration,”  Hulnick  told 
the  March  23  crowd  of  800,  ad¬ 
ding  that  “we’re  not  the  ones  they 
should  be  protesting.” 

“They’ll  listen,”  he  said, 
“they  really  will.”

facilities  instead. 

In  February,  U.S.  Surgeon 
General  C.  Everett  Koop  told  a 
London  AIDS  conference  he 
wanted  to  test  all  the  students  on 
a  chosen  campus  for  the  disease 
to  see  bom  far  it  has  spread 
among  young  people. 

Since  the  disease  often  is 
transmitted  through  sexual  con¬ 
tact  and  collegians  tend  to  have 
multiple  sexual  partners.  Koop 
considered  students  might  be 
among  the  Americans  most  like¬ 
ly  to  engage  in  risky  behavior, 
Keeling  explained. 

The  plan  to  gather  blood 
samples  from  the  20  campuses, 
he  added,  is  a  “refinement”  of 
Koop’s  original  proposal. 


Dayton,  Vermont,  Southern 
California,  Washington,  Min¬ 
nesota,  Pennsylvania  and  Loui¬ 
siana  State  University,  among 
others,  rallied  and  conducted  sit- 
ins  to  halt  CIA  recruiting  on  their 
campuses  during  this  school  year. 

The  fallout  from  the  protests, 
which  have  increased  in  size,  fre¬ 
quency  and  militancy  since  the 
1986-87  academic  year,  con¬ 
tinues. 

In  fact,  a  week  before  both 
Hulnick  and  Stockwell  took  the 
debate  to  Texas,  an  Iowa  City 
judge  acquitted  19  University  of 
Iowa  students  of  criminal  trespass 
charges  levied  when  they  tried  to 
disrupt  an  October,  1987,  CIA 
recruiting  visit. 

Some  35  University  of  Califor¬ 
nia  at  Santa  Barbara  students, 
moreover,  will  go  on  trial  April 
19  for  temporarily  occupying  — 
and  trashing  —  UCSB  Chancellor 
Barbara  Uehlinc’s  office  in 


November  to  protest  the  hiring  of 
CIA  agent  George  A.  Chritton, 
Jr.  as  a  political  science  teacher. 

To  settle  the  dispute,  UCSB 
eventually  agreed  to  appoint 
Chritton  only  as  a  visiting  pro¬ 
fessor. 

As  the  dispute  heated  up  in 
Texas  in  late  March,  UT  lecturer 
and  CIA  officer  James  Mclnnis 
had  to  deny  publicly  he  helped 
recruit  students  for  the  agency. 

“I  have  the  phone  number  (of 
the  recruiter),”  Mclnnis  told  the 
Daily  Texan ,  the  campus  paper, 
“and  I’ll  give  it  to  them.  I  don’t 
want  to  be  in  the  recruitment  loop 
at  all.” 

Head  recruiter  Hulnick  also 
denied  any  of  the  CIA  agents  in 
its  Officer  In  Residence  program 
—  in  which  agents  lecture  and 
research  at  various  campuses  — 
are  encharged  with  recruiting* 
students.

Running  unopposed  were 
Timothy  Carolan  for  SGA 
Treasurer,  Jack  Demers  for  AC 
Director,  and  the  ever-jovial  San¬ 
dy  Gogol  for  her  second  year  as 
SGA  Secretary. 

On  a  campus  where  apathy 
holds  the  strongest  of  political 
camps,  it  was  encouraging  to  see 
the  voting  turnout  higher  than  last 
year’s  instead  of  lesser  as  had 
been  the  trend  in  previous  years. 

Elections  are  the  vital  link 
students  hold  to  determine  how 
their  voices  are  to  be  heard  and 
who  is  to  speak  their  words.

Stevie  Ray  Vaughan’s  high- 
octane,  full-throttle  approach  to 
the  blues  must  be  heard,  seen, 
and  felt  in  order  to  fully  com¬ 
prehend.  His  two  hour  exhibition 
on  Saturday,  April  9  was  more 
than  enough  to  enlighten  a  capaci¬ 
ty  audience  at  the  Lowell 
Memorial  Auditorium.  On  selec¬ 
tions  ranging  from  originals  to 
covers  of  Howlin’  Wolf,  Jimi 
Hendrix,  Stevie  Wonder,  and  the 
Beatles,  Vaughan  displayed  his 
incredible  control  of  feedback, 
volume,  and  his  ability  to 
simultaneously  play  rhythm  and 
lead  using  endless  runs  of  chords, 
riffs,  hammer-ons,  pull-offs,  and 
unusual  tricks. 

Backed  on  keyboards,  bass, 
and  drums  by  his  band  Double 
Trouble,  Vaughan  got  things  off 
to  a  lively  start  with  “Testify,” 
a  blistering  blues  instrumental, 
and  “Say  What,”  featuring  wah- 
wah  peddle  use  reminiscent  of 
Hendrix.  As  these  songs 
demonstrated,  Vaughan’s  perfor¬ 
mances  are  a  unique  mix  of  emo¬ 
tion  and  showmanship.  His 
playing  has  all  the  intensity  and 
emotion  of  the  blues,  yet  he  also 
has  a  streak  of  flamboyance: 
playing  the  guitar  behind  his  back 
during  the  extended  “Texas 
Flood”  solo,  teetering  on  the 
edge  of  the  stage  and  violently 
shaking  the  guitar  during  “Come 
On  (Part  III),”  and  nonchalantly 
ending  a  climaxing  solo  as  he 
starts  to  sing.  Here,  ending  the 
solo  makes  sense  musically,  but 
visually  it  is  entirely  unexpected, 
thus  adding  to  the  dramatic  effect. 


Vaughan  seemed  fresh  and  re¬ 
juvenated,  perhaps  because  this  is 
one  of  the  first  stops  on  his  cur¬ 
rent  tour.  Particularly  strong 
were  his  vocals,  which  may  have 
encouraged  him  to  rely  less  on  the 
volume/feedback  effects  and 
simply  concentrate  on  playing 
hard,  as  he  did  for  most  of  the 
show. 

The  rejuvenation  may  also  be 
due  Vaughan’s  parting  with 
drugs.  “I  forgot  you’re  suppos¬ 
ed  to  go  home  from  the  party,” 
he  explained  during  the  melodic 
“Life  Without  You.”  “You  can’t 
run  away  from  yourself.” 

Despite  the  obvious  excite¬ 
ment,  Vaughan  and  crew  no 
longer  match  the  intensity  they 
had  as  a  three  piece.  The  addition 
of  keyboardist  Reese  Wynans 
eliminates  the  need  for  Vaughan 
to  play  at  full  tilt  all  night, 
something  that  makes  for  a  less 
exhilirating  performance,  but  is 
also  less  exhausting.  During  the 
extended  piano  solo  on  “Looking 
Out  The  Window,”  Vaughan 
directed  the  spotlight  back  to 
Wynans  when  the  keyboardist 
had  not  finished  taking  the  lead. 
Vaughan  obviously  prefers  hav¬ 
ing  someone  to  trade  solos  with. 

This  is  not  to  suggest  that  he 
has  lost  his  touch.  The  encore  of 
the  classic  Hendrix  number, 
“Voodoo  Chile,”  brought  the 
show  to  an  appropriate  climax 
with  a  forceful,  exotic  solo. 
Vaughan  finished  the  song  ben¬ 
ding  over  his  guitar  as  it  howled 
with  feedback,  and  an  enlighten¬ 
ed  audience  roared  in  approval.

I  would  like  to  point  out  that  the 
Finance  Committee  never  ap¬ 
propriates  funds.  The  purpose  of 
the  Finance  Committee  is  to 
review  funding  requests  and 
make  recommendations  to  the 
Senate.  All  appropriations  of  fun¬ 
ding,  are  entirely  the  Senate's 
responsibility.  To  imply  that  I 
misappropriated  or  “allegedly 
misappropriated”  funds  is  ex¬ 
tremely  uncalled  for  and  entirely 
false. 

When  the  Finance  Committee 
passed  the  initial  allocation  for  the 
Economics  Club,  Fincomm  was 
merely  approving  a  request  the 
Activity  Commission  had  approv¬ 
ed  unanimously  the  night  before.

Last  week,  Governor  Michael  Dukakis  had  good  news 
for  ULowell  and  Middlesex  Community  College.  With  all 
the  enthusiasm  he  could  muster,  Dukakis  said  he  would 
like  to  see  legislation  passed  “this  spring”  for  $123  million 
to  spend  on  the  expansion  of  both  schools,  saying  that 
it  is  “one  of  our  top  priorities.”  Interesting,  in  the  light 
of  the  facts  that  1)  ULowell  has  recently  been  mandated 
a  budget  cut  as  part  of  balancing  the  state’s  annual 
budget;  2)  almost  certain  substantial  tuition  increase  next 
year  and  3)  Dukakis’  last  visit  to  ULowell  in  February 
quickly  degenerated  into  a  mini  presidential  campaign 
stop,  and  his  only  message  to  students  was  that  he  hoped 
they  would  vote  for  him. 

Doubtless,  the  Governor  will  probably  use  this  sudden 
outburst  of  concern  as  part  of  the  nebulous  thing  called 
the  Massachusetts  Miracle  that  he  is  now  preaching  to 
the  country. 

The  disheveled  SUNY  school  system  in  New  York  State 
could  have  looked  on  Dukakis’  funding  endorsement  with 
much  approval. 

Of  course,  we  should,  too.  But  as  the  Lowell  Sun  stated 
last  Wednesday,  the  legislation  will  need  more  than  a 
token  phone  call  from  Dukakis  if  it  is  ever  to  become  a 
reality.  Let  us  see  some  genuine  action  on  the  Governor’s 
part  by  urging  serious  lobbying  on  this  legislation,  just  as 
he  did  for  his  Universal  Health  Care  Bill.  Hopefully, 
Dukakis  will  not  fall  back  on  the  support  the  bill  already 
has  from  the  Regents  Board  of  Higher  Education-  the 
same  people  who  in  March  proposed  a  staggering  50  per 
cent  state  tuition  increase  over  the  next  five  years. 

Should  the  legislation  pass  this  spring,  there  remains 
the  question  of  exactly  where  this  money  is  going.  Dukakis 
says  vaguely  that  the  money  is  for  “expansion”,  which 
could  mean  anything.  The  Sun  harped  that  the  money 
should  go  to  the  areas  of  engineering  and  computer 
science,  so  as  to  revitalize  the  economy-  in  other  words, 
the  funding’s  sole  purpose  should  go  towards  cranking 
more  students  out  into  the  work  force  as  soon  as  possi¬ 
ble  and  stop  burdening  tax  payers  with  having  to  subsidize 
their  tuition.  Perhaps  the  Sun  and  everyone  etse  *no  sup¬ 
ports  the  legislation  should  realize  that  $1 23  million  dollars 
is  a  drop  in  the  bucket  in  improvements  for  two  colleges. 
It  is  not  money  that  should  be  splurged  in  a  few  remote 
areas,  but  should  be  used  for  overall  improvements  across 
the  board.

Finance  Committee  would  have 
found  it  inappropriate  to  approve 
the  Economics  Club’s  initial 
allocation. 

In  response  to  the  statement 
that...

I  would  like  to  strongly  point  out 
that  it  is  absolutely  not  true  that 
Fincomm  violated  any  regulation 
prohibiting  new  clubs  from 
receiving  a  maximum  dollar 
amount.  No  where  is  it  written, 
in  any  bylaw  of  any  committee, 
or  memo  sent  to  the  Finance 
Committee  or  the  Treasurer,  that 
new  clubs  not  receive  more  than 
$200  as  a  first  time  allocation. 

In  response  to  the  allegation 
that  I  allowed  Tom  Winston  to  be 


credited  with  making  a  motion 
when  he  wasn’t  in  attendance,  the 
Fincomm  minutes,  taken  in  my 
handwriting  (on  display  in  Fox 
412),  show  that  no  motion  was 
ever  listed  as  being  made  or 
seconded  by  Tom  Winston.  Any 
statement  implying  that  I  cited 
Tom  Winston  with  making  or 
seconding  a  motion  is  false. 

In  answer  to  the  charges  that 
there  was  a  conflict  of  interest 
within  the  Finance  Committee 
(two  voting  Fincomm  members 
are  also  on  the  Eco-club  Ex¬ 
ecutive  board),  no  policy  has  ever 
been  suggested  or  adopted  stating 
that  Fincomm  members  involved 
with  clubs  abstain  from  voting. 
Due  ij  die 

propriations  go  through  two  com¬ 
mittees  and  are  finally  voted  upon 
by  the  entire  Senate,  I  found  it 
totally  unnecessary  to  suggest  that 
certain  members  of  the  Finance 
Committee  abstain  from  voting. 
There  are  simply  too  many 
checks  and  balances  (7)  acting  to 
prevent  any  type  of  misap¬ 
propriation. 

With  the  above  said,  I  would 
like  to  acknowledge  the  fact  that 
I  showed  extremely  poor  judge¬ 
ment  and  made  a  serious  mistake 
when  I  marked  two  Fincomm 
members  present  for  the  entire 
meeting.

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Goal-setting:  A  necessary 
accomplishment  before  the  job  search 


Finding  an  answer  to  the  question, 
“What  do  I  really  want  in  a  career?”  is 
one  of  the  hardest  parts  of  making  a  suc¬ 
cessful  transition  from  college  to  career. 
Most  college  seniors  are  uninformed  about 
career  possibilities  and  with  the  topic 
usually  a  complex,  anxiety-provoking  one, 
it  is  left  unattended. 

It  is  only  after  several  false  starts  on  the 
career  objective  pan  of  the  resume— or 
noting  that  the  employers  coming  to  cam¬ 
pus  want  candidates  to  clearly  state  career 
goals— that  the  need  for  some  self- 
assessment.  planning,  and  a  career  goal, 
is  felt. 

Research  is  Key 

As  you  interview  with  employers,  all 
your  communication,  both  written  and  ver¬ 
bal,  needs  to  focus  first  on  understanding 
and  then  clearly  articulating  how  your 
qualities  benefit  the  employer.  These  ac¬ 
complishments  require  some  hard  thinking 
and  doing.  As  you  get  more  involved  in 
your  job  search,  your  goals  will  become 
refined  because  “career  knowledge”  in¬ 
creases. 

Researching  information  about 
YOURSELF  including  your  interests, 
skills,  and  values,  is  vital  in  considering 
and  in  setting  a  tentaive  career  goal. 


beyond  the  college  major  that  determine 
your  first  job. 

Job  titles  also  vary  considerably  from 
employer  to  employer  in  scope,  respon¬ 
sibility  and  function.  In  fact,  understanding 
job  functions  is  the  best  place  to  start  in 
career  goal-setting.  Looking  at  job 
functions— what  you  actually  do  in  a  job, 
i.e.  work  tasks  and  responsibilities— will 
enable  you  to  compare  career  possibilities. 
Most  importantly,  job  functions  are 
described  with  action  verbs  enabling  you 
to  picture  yourself  performing  the  tasks. 
Job  Functions  and  Other  Considerations 

One  of  the  more  confusing  aspects  of 
understanding  employers  as  part  of  goal¬ 
setting  is  determining  the  relationship  bet- 


Even  if  you’ve  always  known  your 
general  career  path,  you  will  now  need  to 
get  “employer  and  job  specific”  to  make 
the  maximum  impact  during  your  job 
search.  Your  placement  office  is  well 
equipped  to  help  you  define  your  career 
goals. 

College  Majors,  Job  Titles,  Functions 
One  stumbling  block  is  trying  to  draw 
too  close  a  connection  between  your  ma¬ 
jor  and  future  jobs.  Computer  science  ma¬ 
jors  may  work  as  systems  designers,  but 
so  may  math,  chemistry  and  liberal  arts 
majors.  There  are  a  number  of  factors 
also  refers  to  where  the  work  tasks  are 
performed— a  private  office,  the  “floor” 
of  a  manufacturing  plant,  in  client  offices,

Job  title  refers  to  the  actual  position 
name  used  by  the  employing  organization 
to  label  a  specific  job.

Job  functions  describe  the  activities  or 
tasks  the  person  in  the  job  does  on  a  day- 
to-day  basis.  For  example,  a  tax  accoun¬ 
tant  prepares  financial  records,  balances 


Industry  is  a  term  describing  a  series  of 
related  products  or  services  that  make  up 
a  portion  of  the  overall  economy.  The  elec- 


company  ledgers,  and  examines  cost  ac¬ 
counting  procedures  at  client  companies. 
Job  funtions  also  define  the  kind  of 
problem-solving  and  communications  bet¬ 
ween  co-workers/supervisors  which 
characterize  the  job. 

Work  environment  refers  to  the  type  of 
organization  where  the  work  takes  place, 
in  the  example  being  used,  a  tax  accoun¬ 
tant  could  perform  the  previous  functions 
in  a  large  public  accounting  firm,  a  small 
privately-owned  agency,  a  large  or  small 
company,  multi-department  organizaion  or 
a  small,  growing  firm.  Work  environment 
tronics  industry,  financial  services  in¬ 
dustry,  petroleum  industry,  or 
manufacturing  industry  are  typical  ex¬ 
amples.  It  is  important  to  understand  that 
a  person  can  often  perform  the  same  work, 
have  the  same  job  title  and  the  same  work
